.< 1A great surprise was occasioned on Saturday 
by the knowledge, after weeks of Haid, work 
and thousaiids of dollars had been devoted to 
the work of turning-and raising the eap- 
sized dredger, (which turned over in the 
typhoon on November 9th last,) which work and 
money had been put to such good purpase 
that a complete success was expected hour- 
~ dy and it was only a matter of raising to 
the level of the water, that all that expen: 
. diture of energy and money had been placed 
at nought by the capsizing again of the 
object of these attentions. .Vagun rumours 
were being circulated on Saturday regarding 
the loss of life’connected with the capsizing, as 
most of the population were down at the races, 
and did not know the exact ‘situation till hours 
after the occurrence. . : 
At about noon on Saturday it-was thought 
sowing to the recent heavy weather that the 
' altempt to raise the Cardo Piverhad better be 
postponed. Some slight damages avere repaired, 
-and the pumping was proceeded with. The stern 
of the dredger bepan to hft, and the vessel 
came in towards the shore. His Excellency 
the Govérnor was on board during the opera: 
tion, and everything appeared to be progressing 
satisfactorily, “At five p.m, however, shortly 
after His Excellency had left, those who were 
watching proceedings from the shore, heard a 

_ Shout of “ Heave away,” and the dredger was 
suddenly scen to turn over, In’so doing she 
‘fell on tothe raft which was mude fast to her, 

‘and on (hich the two divers,. Brodie and John. 
son, were siting. Steps were immediately taken 
torecover the two men, and Bradic was brought 
to the surface very much exhausted, and sent 
atonce to the Zamar. When the other man 
was got up, eflorts to restore ‘life were at once 
made, but all te no avail and the man never 
recovered consciousness. :

Since his return from abroad, Mr. Samuel'h. 
Glemens has been received by the [American 
public with conspicuous marks of respect, even 
of affection, and various literary hodies in New: 


York have celebrated his return: to his native | 


land and his final accomplishment of his self- 
imposed task in paying off the heavy indebted- 
ness contricted by a business failure some 
years ago: There are some signs, however, 
that this hitherto uninterrupted pillar of Euro- 
pean and American praise does not please some 
of his literary friends. Mr’ Harry. Thurston 
Peck,'who is an authority on a.good many sub- 
jects, including Latin literature, the principles 
of feminine beauty, the United States army, 
and the nature of humor, thinks that this “ine 
discriminate eulogy” has gone: far enough, 
Mr. Clemens, be says, has been “slavered with 
praise,” so that “life has ‘beew to him of late 
what Mr, Grover Cleveland many years ago 
described as just ‘one grand sweet song.” Mn 
Peck, therefore, since others will not do it, pro- 
poses himself to furnish “an antidote.” He says 
(in The Rookman, January) ; . ' 
“Putting aside all prejudice and looking at 
his work in a purely achromatic way, critical 
and truthful judgment upoa’ Mark Twain can 
be summed up in a very exiguous space. Mark 
‘Twain is first and last and all the time, so far 
as he is anything, a humoristand nothing more,’ 
He wrote ‘The Jumping Frog' and ‘Innocents 
Abroad and" Roughing it” and these are all 
the real characters that he ever drew. His 
later publications that are humorous in inten- 


stion contain many gleams of the old. Mark 


Twain; but, taken as entities, you cannot read 
them from beginning to end. Some unduly 
optimistic persons who are fond of literary 
culls grown: under glass have tried very hard 
to make the world believe thai Mr. Glemens 
has great gifts as a serious novelist;and ro- 
mancer. By dint of. iteration the world, per: 
haps, has “temporarily come to think that 
this is true; but, all the same, vit will not read 
these novels and romances, and it thereby 
shows that common sense and real discrimina- 
tion may exist in practise even while they hold 
no place in theory. Ahundred years from now 
it is very likely that ‘The Jumping Frag’ alone 
will be remembered, just as out of all that 
Robert Louis Stevenson ‘composed, the world 
will utimately keep in memory the single tale 
of* Dr, Jekylland Mr. Hyde?) 
“This spasmodic and. ephemeral outburst ‘of’ 
enthusiasin over Mr. Clemens emphasizes for 
the thousandth time a melancholy truth about 
‘contemporary critisim, When a writer is doing. 
good and forceful work and winning readers 
and laying the foundation and erecting the 
superstructure of an enviable reputation, our’ 
critics even though they may admire him, have 
hot the ‘sand’ to say so. They are poor 
dumb sherp- that never dare. to take: the 
dead in anything; but they stand around 
with -unintelligent and ° foolish bleatings 
until some: one whoin they are not afraid 
to follow Shall tell them what they ought 
to say. When’ Kipling was doing his’ Anest 
‘work, such as he. has never equaled in these 
later years, the critics did not dare to take him 
seriously. Ile was gp -unconventional and 
rough and strong that he frightened them ; and 
so they siunk timidly behind their instands’ and 
said little feeble nothinyaand joked a little and 
called him a mere journalist, and then looked 


| around to See if any oncywas going to hit them. 


‘After they had found out that his ‘work was 
instinct with true genius, ‘and, that’ he was in 
reality the one real literary phenomenon of the 
last quarter of our century, they ‘all rushed in, 
at once and spattered him. with praise and 
daubed him over ‘with their flattery, “and. did 
their very best to make him seem absurd. - By 
this.time, as it Happens, Kipling’s. best had 
all been done, and he avas entering’ upon a 
period of a decline which ‘may. or-may not 
turn-out to-he temporary. But the critics were 
as -plind to his decadence as they had’ been 
previously blind to:his great power; ard, there- 
fare, all the things they should have said about 
his early work they’ said about his later, so that 
he has been going on‘for. the last two years 
receiving praise ang admiration that are clearly 
amisfit. ‘The same.thing is ‘quite true con- 
‘cerning’ ‘Mr. Clemens. In. the speeches’ that 
he has Jately made .he has said some things 
that recalled his earlier humor; but ‘in the 
‘majority of bis utlerances the humor has been 
forced and the ‘lnughler which it has evoked, 
hasbeen extremely hollow: “Yet just because

‘polemic joys,” It has always been his practice 
to encourage international friendliness, and the 
embassies at the Court of St. James’ have borne 
testimony ‘to, his considerate kindness towards 
them, - The King is not a great 
orator, but he always says the right hing in 
the right way and never grows prolix. And as 
to his politics, it is no secr@ that.until the In- 
troduction of the Irish Home Rule Bill .he felt 
a warm personal admiration for Mr. Gladstone, 
and prior to that time his convictions were 
those of a moderate Liberal)... . 

The King's enthusiasm for sport is well 
known. No subject of the Crown is a better 
judge of a ‘horse, and his racing colours have 
always borne a spotless repute through runs of 
bad luck and good,’ He is a capital rider and 
one of the best game shots .in the country, 
and at one time he used to hunt a. goad 
deal. ' The King is of a cheery 
nature, delighting to unbend among his own 
friends and ‘derivjng amusement from social 
intercourse. He is extremely careful jn 
his diet,’, though he possesses a very 
hearty appetite, and, albeit a rare judge of 
wine, is.in‘ private satisfied with the fashion- 
able whisky and soda.

We understand, says the Datly Express, from 


the highest authority that it has been decided, 


and will shortly be--bficially: announced that 
the ttle‘of Prince-of Wales is to be abandoned 
~~at least ao far as the’ present: yeneration is 
concerned, There has been much speculation 
aud discussion as to when the title would be 
bestowed.on the Duke of Cornwall and York, it 
heing somewhat generally taken for granted that 

would induc course assume it, But taiswas 
‘by No'means a matter of course, the deciston as 
to'the bestowal and continuance of the title rest- 
ing entirely with his Majety the King, The 
information, we now, have ia that. the ques- 
tion has been decided in the negative, and 
the historic and familiar Prince of Wales 
will disappear from English life, for a consider. 
able period at any rate. This decision, we 
believe, is in absolute accord with the personal 
desire both of His Majesty and the Duke of 
Cornwall and York. There is, of course, the 
much-debated constitutional question as to whe- 
ther or not the title of frince of. Wales 
ought to be taken by a Prince other than 
the aldest son of the reigning Sovercign, 
born during the latter's occupancy of the throne. 
If the view that this is 10 is adhered to, it is 
obvious ‘that a score or more of years at least 
muat clapse—and the nation will devoutly hope 
very much longer, before there is another 
Prince of Wales. ry many imaiters of senti- 
ment, are involved this decision. “The 
‘Prince of “Wales” is a national institution, 
and. hasi become one of the niost popular 
figures of the national life, and will be sadly 
missed... Then, tao, it will be a matter of keen 
national regte! to the people of the Principali 
But the reagons that have impelled the decision 
‘must be: undoubtedly weighty and entirely 
satisfactory, and the question must have been 
‘considered from every -point of view. It may 
Safely be said, however, that popular feeling 
would welcome any reasons that might arise in 
the future to make it worth while to reconsider 
the decision, :

visibility.: The total efficiency, ic, the ratio of 
luminous energy to total energy supplied, was 


computed by means of the heat of combustion, |: 


« the amount pf jas. supplied, and a modifitation 
of Thomson's method. As regards the radiant 
efficiency, that'was found to be 0,105, or,prac- 
tically the same as that of the are light, which 
is equally “cold,” and twice as “cold”. as 
either the incandescent or the Welsbach Jamp. 
The contrast with the radiant efficiency 0.32 of 
the vacuum tube remains, therefore, as great as 
ever. Inthe matter of total efficiency, on the 
other hand, the acetytene lamp. stands very 
high. The figure given is about 0.02, or at 
least double the corresponding figure for the 
arc light. The magnesium flame alone, with 
itg astonishing efficiency of 0,1, is superior to 
the acetylene: flame.—-Payss Review. :
